ype Ruffian army under the command of General 
Korfakof took up a pofition, after its Tetneat from 
Zurich, with itssight to Eglizaw and its left to Con- 
tance. The bridges of Dicfleuhofen and Stein were 
occupied by it in front, and a garrifon of 2000 men 
were placed in atéte de pont at Buefingen, a village 
between Dieflenbofen and Schaflhaufen, where a pon- 
toon bridge had been placed by the Auftrians. On 
the Sih, the enemy appeared in force in the neighbour- 
hood of Buefingen. It was evident that he came for 
the purpofe of reconnoitring the pofition, and though he 
retired in the evening there was reafon to believe he had 
pot retreated far. An immediate attack on the téte de 
pont was expected. 

~On-the morning of the gth, Goneral Korfakof re- 
folved to-pafs the Rhine for the purpofe of driving the 
enemy from their pofition. He took with him 10 bat- 

talions and 22 {quadrons. : a: 
The army advanced for about a Icague without dif

ever, found him in coofiderable force, and ftrongly 
potted, with his left to the, village of Schlatten, apd 
his right to a Wood which he had alfo occupied. It is 
impoflible for words to do‘jultice to th¢ iatrepidity with 
which the Ruflians. immediately attackéd them. ‘The 
whole line fell upon them ‘with their bayonets, and the 
French flew for protection to the woods, where, under 
cover of their chaffeurs, they endeavoured to take a fe- 
cond pofition. They were driven from this likewife by 
be Ruflians; and a third pofition, which they took 10 
the neighbourhood of the village of Tublikon, was like- 
ly to have proved {till more untortunate to them. ‘Two 
of their battalions had already thrown down. their arms, 
and .were on the point of furrendering, when a regi- 
ment of French cavalry, followed by a large column of 
infantry, commanded by Maffena in pesfon, came in 
view and faved them. : 

The object of the expedition was to drive the eflemy 
from the woods in the neighbourhood of* the Téte de 
Pont, and this object being effected, it became no longer 
prudent, with fo {mail a-corps, to rifk an aétion with a 
force now become fo fuperior, or tv advance farther 
unfupported, egainft the enemy, who, from the ncigh- 
bourhood of their army, had an opportunity of recetv- 
ing {fill greater reinforcements. After driving the e- 
nemy therefore nearly to the river Thur, the army 
retreated by the road on which they had advanced, 
and entered their camp about fix o’clock in the even- 
ing. ‘ $ 
“While thefe operations were going on in the neigh- 
bourhood of Buefingen the enemy attacked the bridge 
of Dieflenhofen and the town of Conftance, which con- 
firmed us in the belief that the attack would have taken 
place on the '['éte de Pont, if the offenfive operations 
on the fide of the Ruffians had not prevented it. 

At Dieffenhofen they were repulfed by General 
Wornoff, who with a very {mall number of men very 
gallantly defended himfelf during the whole of the 
day, and, after occafioning a very great lofs of men ‘to 
the French, took feveral prifoners and three pieces of

The pofition which the Prince was obliged to take up 
for the defence ‘of the town was vaftly too extenfive for 
his {mall number of men, and being unable to guard 
all the different points fufficiently, the enemy, after di- 
recting all his efforts unfuccefsfully apainft their front, 
contrived at la{t to advance a.corps- unperceived through 
the vineyards, force the ‘left of the pofition, and enter

VIENNA, SEPT. 16. 


This day’s Court Gazette contains the capitulation 
of Rome and Civita Vecchia, as propofed by the 
French General Garnier, to Commodore Trowbridge, 
acting in the name of Great Britain and its allies. ‘The 
principal articles are— 

I. Considering that Civita Vecchia, and the other places of 
the Roman territory, have not undergone regular sieges, but 
were only blockaded, the respective garrisons shall be allowed 
to evacuate them with the honours of war, to retain their arms 
‘and to proceed either to France or Corsica. They ate to be 
supplied with provisions from the public magazines, 

It. ‘They shall depart, without loss of time, as soon as the 
castle of St Angelo, and its dependencies, shall be occupied by 
the troops under the Neapolitan General Burchard. 

IH. Civita Vecchia and Cornetto shall be taken possession 
of by the English troops. General Burchard will give a pro- 
per escort to the French garrison of Rome, and its dependen- 
cies, to the sea ports, where they are to be embarked. 

TV. The sick shall be supported at the expence of the Re- 
public, and sent to France after their recovery. 

V. General Garnicr shall be at hberty to make the neces- 
sary arrangements for the care of the sick. 

VI. General Burchard will provide carriages for the carri- 
son of the castle of St Angelo,‘and the other places. - 

VII. The wants of the troops shal be supplied from the 
Roman magazines. 

VII. Private property shall be respected. 

IX. All public property will be left at the disposal of the 
State, cc. 


_. STUTGARD, OCT. 17, 

The whole of the Rufian army, whieh arrived in 
Switzerland from Italy, is at prefent in the Grifon 
country and in the diltrit of the Vorarlberg, where the 
heavy/artillery is alfo arrived from the Lake of Como.

The Magittrates of Hlamburgh have at tength adopt- 
ed a plan for faving thofe commercial houfes from bank- 
ruptcy which find thenfelves under temporary embar- 
railment, but can prove, by their books, the folvency of 
their affairs. Sworn adminiftrators are appointed to 
examinefinto the truth“of each ftatement, and to report 
within a limited time, the probability of preferving the 
credit of fuch houfes. This plan is to remain in exe- 
cution only for four months. 

The eftablithment of a commercial depofit bank, by 
a fabfcription of 50 or 100 principal houfes, for a ca- 
pital large enough to furnith a new and fecure circu- 
lating medium—the introducion of town bills, - for 
goods fold and delivered in the'cities of Flamburgh 
and Altona—the temporary fufperfion of repayment 
of all protelted bills, under certain modifications and 
conditions (now adopting by the Magillrates of Frank. 
fort), would be meafures in our opinion calculated to 
reftore public confidence and credit. 

FRANKFORT, OCT. §- 

Frequent meetings of ‘the merchants. and bankers 
are held at our town-hall, to adopt fome extraordinary 
meafures in the prefent dangerous crifis, of feveval ca- 
pital trading towns. A mercantile committee has been 
appointed by our magiftrates, to hear propofitions of 
the deputies for commercial affairs. One of the mea- 
fures in agitation is fuppofed to be the temporary fuf- 
pence of biils of exchange, and even of thofe drawn, 
accepted, or indorfed by Jew houfes, which hitherto 
came under immediate execution. 

The Eleétor of Saxony has voluntarily aflifted the 
merchants of Leipzig with one million of florins, from 
his private purfe, to prevent embarraffments: in trade. 

CONS TANTINOPLE— SEPT. 25. 

The Grand Vizier has been at Damafcus for fix 
weeks paft, and contiaues {till there depofing and be- 
heading many of the officers of Government, He is 
reconciled with the Pacha of Acre, who fent a great 
‘number of camels Jaden with provifions, and promifed 
to furnith 30,000 auxiliary troops. Meanwhile 6000 
French, with a confiderable body of Arabs, who are faid 
to amount to 60,000 men, are on their march from 
Cairo againft the Grand Vizier. At Alexandria and fe- 
veral other parts of Egypt, the French have caufed a 
number of perfons to be thot. Sir Sidaey Smith is at 
at prefent at Cyprus.

LOSS OF THE NASSAU. 

Extract of a letter from an Oflicer on board the Nassau, to his 

Father in Edinburgh, dated Yarmouth, Oct. 30. 

I am forry to inform you that the Naffau (truck on a 
fand bank (called the Kicks) off the Texel, at twelve 
o’clock on ‘Thurfday evening the $ath inft. We fired 
guns as a fignal of diftrefs ai night, bet to no purpofe, 
as it blew fuch a gale of wind and the breakers were fo 
high, eat it was impofible for any velle! to come to our 
afiifiance. At day-light all our hopes vanithed, and 
death in all its difmal forms appeared. All hands were 
employed in making a raft to fave our lives, when about 
eleven o’clock in the forenoon, we faw a brig making 
vall faik potlible towards us; but fhe could not venture 
within a mile and a half of us, and it continued blowing 
fo hard, thar it was impofhible for a boat to venture out. 
However, hope began to revive in us, and we fat down 


a few mouthfuls of mutton and a glafs ct two of wine. 
- -I think I thall never forget the ferious countenances 
of all prefent at this. repaft. I’ forgot to mention that 
we were obliged so fit down on the quarter-deck, as the 
water had driven us out of every other part, and even 
there the fea wathed over us, About 3 0’clock we hoilted 


and a midfhpman, along with the boat’s crew; went in 
her to try ifthey could make the brig, but, alas! they 
had not gone above ten yards from the fhip when the 
boat upfet, and all hands perifhed. 

After that accident happened, there was not a word 
to be heard in the fhip; all hands again defponded, till 
about five o’clock the win began to moderate, and 
the brig fent her boats to and fro loaded with out peo- 
ple ; and about fix in the evening [ had the good for- 
tune to get into oneof the boats, and got fafe on board 
the brig. . 

I had hardly got on board. it when it again blew a 
hurricane, which preveated any more boats going to the 
affiitance of the reft ; rwo hundred and eight got on 
board the brig before the hurricane came on. Next 
morning there were a good number of boats came to af- 
int the reft of the men and officers, and had the pood 4 
fortune to favé allexcept about a hundred, who’ perilhed 
before affiltance could be given them. 7 

We arrived here this forenoon in the Jaloufe brig, 
and in all probability we thail remain here till out cap-
